Begin on Sadat’s major 
demands: ‘Impossible’ 


“Everything is negotiable except 
the destruction of Israel," Begin 
said. “No man or woman will advise 
us to put ourselves in danger."’ 

Instead, he offered “‘peace with 
security," the peace plan which he 
hed presented to President Sadat. 
“We believe all men of good will 
throughout the world will support 
us,"" he said, noting ‘that President 
Carter and others of standing in the 
U.S. had praised his peace plan. 

But he added an appeal for renew- 
ed negotiations. ‘Let us sit around 
the table," he said. "1 we do we will 
come to true understanding and a 
lasting peace." 

He concluded with a call for the 
free world to remain united. But his 
appeal, ‘‘Let'us stand together." was 
taken literally by the participants 
who immediately rose en masse. He 
repeated. “Please be seated, let ua 
stand together." 

Today the congress delegates are 
to go to the Western Wail, where they 
will publicly affirm their belief that 
Jerusalem must never again be 
divided. Tomorrow they will par- 
ticipate in a “ceremony of affir- 
mation" at Masada.

Israel urged to develop new fighter - 
plane by mid-80’s at. cost of $440m..

A special Knesset sub-committee for arms production 
and acquisition recommended yesterday that Israel go 
ahead and produce a third generation warplane — the 
Arye. 

The sub-committee, which is part of the Knesset: 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Committee, recommended 
that work on the plane start immediately, and that supp- 
ly of the fighter start no later than the mid-1980s, 

The recommendations came ΕΞ no surprise in military 
circles here, but they are far trom binding on any 
decision-making body In the country. The recommen- 
dations are compatible with the expressed beliefs of 
Prof. Moshe Arens, the committee's chairman and 
former senior Israel Aircraft Industry employee. who 
nes peed a vocal proponent of building a successor to the 

According to the committee's findings, the plane's 
development should take between seven and eight years 
and should cost in the region of $440m. 

Both these assessments were described to The 
Jerusalem Post last night as “highly optimistic and 
highly conservative.” 

The IAI has already spent close to IL300m. on 
preliminary drawings of the Arye, and the LAI manage- 
ment has tried to keep the research and development 
team which produced the Kfir working together — albeit 
at a snail's pace — on the new plane.

In separate interviews. Ethiopian 
deserters and prisoners taken during 
the Massawa fighting also said 
without prompting that the Russians 
had been themeelves firing rockets.

SOME artists paint in garrets. Alex 
and Tova Balman make films in a 
“studio” measuring leas than seven 
square metres In their flat in the 
Bak's quarter of Jerusalem. 

But cramped working conditions 
have not prevented them from win- 
ning the prize for the best short 
Israeli fllm made last year. The 
award, given by the various official 
agencies concerned with film, mak- 
ing. is for their animated tragedy, 
“Little Grey Man." 

As much as the Balmans ap- 
Ppreciated the honour, they were even 
happier to get the 110,000 prize that 
went with it. The money will help 

_ pay off some of the debts they in- 
ourred in making the film. 

Officially, the film was the work of 
Tova Balman, but both she and her 
husband regard jt as a joint effort. In 
fact, they have worked as a team 
ever since they married. 

‘While the two were studying, he at 
ἃ fflm-maker's Institute and she at 
the Bezale) Art School, they each 
took turns working while the other 
attended classes, Now he concen- 
trates on the technical aspects of the 
films and she does the “‘artistic’’ 
work. 

Perhaps the only people who 
refuse to recognize their joint efforts 
are the income tax authorities, who 
refuse to belfeve that any Income is 
the result of the efforts of both of 
them.

Eliahu Shirezi' was born in 
Baghdad. From childhood he 
studied the Tora and Gemara with 
the wisest of scholars, and 
entered business at ἃ young age.

All 
this centered around just four patients 
lying two in a room, on beds equipped 
with the latest equipment — equipment 
which reminds one of science fiction 
movies.

How many lives are saved in this une 
it? ‘This question was answered by the 
Director of the Intenalve Care Unit, Dr. 
Gabriel Levinsohn, As this department 
hos been in exiatence only a vory short 
time, statistics would bo misleading. 
But in the fow months that the IC Ὁ has 
been oparating, more than 75% of the 
pationts have beon treated 
successfully; thin is an excellent 
record, The results are also dependent 
on the type of patients admitted, and at 
the present timo a definite procedure 
and criterla arc appifed before admit- 
tance to the ICU. 

Dr. Gabric] Levinachn who Is 42 
years old, married, with three 
daughters. came to Iaracl from Ger- 
many in 1999, He graduated from the 
medicel school of the Hebrew Universi: 
ty, Jeruaalom. He has been associated 
with Assaf Harofeh since 1588, where 
he hoa specialized in internal medicine, 
He further enlarged his knowledge of 
Jung discases between 1967 and 1868 ln 
Boston. USA, and of Intensive care 
from 1978 to 1977 in Pittsburgh, USA. 
On his return to Assaf Harofeh in 1977, 
he was named Director of the Intensive 
Care Unit, which he had to organize, as 
it was a completely new section added 
to the hospital.

day. Naturally the very Important fac- 
tor of cost arose — the cost of the equip- 
ment and continuous medical supervi- 
sion are enormous. To make full use of 
the equipment and supervision, it was 
found necessary to centralize. And this 
is how Intensive Care Unita were ca- 
tablished in every major hospital 
around the world — as an independent 
department of the hospital. 

Tho next problem was: Who should 
be responaidic for the patients? Studics 
showed that the Director of the IC U 
should te solely responsible, and that 
he should kecp in close contact with 
each patient's own doctor or specialist. 
At Assaf Harofah, because of lack of 
equipment, the Intensive Care Unit was 
merely an observation room, Thanks to 
the Friends of Assaf Harcfeh, and par- 
ticularly the Ameriean Friends, equip- 
ment hay boon shipped to us and in 
already in opcration. The new building 
which wil] house the completa new 10- 
bed unlt is being erected as planned, 
and naturally this τοῦ depends on funda 
collected, Today, the cost of one “bed,” 
inetuding 21] the machines necessary 
for the proper operation of an intensive 
care bed, such aa hydraulic bed, 
reapirators, hyperthermia blankets,

There should be at least 1 nurse to 
every 2 beds, and as fn every hospital, 
there [8 ἃ shortage of trained nurses. To 
overcome this sltuation. a 5-month 
special course was started last 
February with 20 partictpants, but un- 
fortunately, this did now solve the 
problem, as many of these specielly 
trained nurses went back to thelr own 
departments or the emergency room, 
where this special training also is es. 
sential. A second course has started, in 
which 20 student nurses are par: 
ticipating, 

Under the able direction of Dr. 
Gabriel Levinsohn, the 1 C U is now on 
its way to becoming a reality and, with 
the help of the Friends who are ob- 
taining the essential equipment, we 
hope thal Assaf Harofeh will have the 
most modern and beat equipped Inten- 
sive Care Unit in Israel.

Swedish tennis squad to train here

TEL AVIV. — An official Swedish 
youth tennis team is coming here 
this month for 16 days of training and 
competition at Ramat Hasharon's 
Israel Tennis Centre (ITC). This will 
be the first time that the 14-court 
centre will be used for training pur- 
poses by overseas players since it 
opend two years ago. 

The squad. consisting of Sweden's 
nine top-ranking boys and girls, ages 
12 to 16, will undergo intensive train- 
ing by the centre's coaching staff. 
The schedule also includes regular 
matches against leading local 
youngsters and an international 
against Israel's junior team. 

The scheme is sponsored by the 
Swedish Lawn Tennis Federation 
and arranged by the ITC and the 


Israel Lawn Tennis Association. The 
Federation's Uaison officer here. 
Jane Simby, told The Jerusalem 
Post that the Swedes are currently 
expanding thelr winter facilities to 
camplement those they have in Italy 
and Spain. 

The squad is coming to Israel on 
the recommendation of an officially 
entered Swedish team which com- 
peted in the 1976 Succot international 
tennis championships at the ITC. 
Team captain Margareta 
Forsgardh, a former Swedish No. 1 
player, told The Post after that tour- 
nament: ‘The centre's facilities are 
superb and eminently suitable for 
the requirements of our youth train- 
ing programme." 

The young visitors and their es- 
corts, due on February 15, will stay 
with families in the Ramat Hasharon 
area.

TEL AVIV. — The Union Bank of 
Israel, a member of the Bank Leumi 
group, yesterday announced its 
balance sheet for the year ending 
December 31, 1977. The balance total 
reached IL13.9b.. an increase of 119 
Per cent compared to IL6.8b. for 
1916. 

The bank's capital means grew by 
1L141.Lm., an increase of 94 per cent. 
Of this 1L.66.1m., was derived from an 
igsue of shares, debentures and 
capital notes (options) in June 1977. 
The total of the bank's captial means 
stood at IL.202m. 

The all-inclusive profit per share, 
on a fully diluted basis. reached 
IL1.08, compared to 11.0.90 the 
preceding year. 

The current profit, before tax, for 
1977, totalled YL122m.., a rise of 58 per 
cent in comparison to 1976. The net 
after-tax profit, including extraor- 
dinary Income, rose by 111 per cent 
and totalled IL50m. 

The nominal growth in the 
business of the bank stems from the 
ehanges in the exchange rate of the 


Israel pound and in the consumer 
price index, as weil as from a rea] in- 
crease. The year's results were also 
affected by fines imposed on liquidi- 
ty deficits. 

The board of directors has decided 
to recommend at the general 


meeting the payment of a cash divi-- - 


dend of 16.5 per cent for the year 
1977, as opposed to 15 per cent in 
1976. This figure, includes the 5.5 per 
cent interim dividend paid in 
September 1977. The board will also 
_ Tecommend the distribution of bonus 
shares in the order of 33 4 per cent. 

“fhe final dividend at the rate of 11 
per cent will be paid to all 
shareholders, including holders of 
shares issued in June 1977 and on a 
paid-up capital of IL46m. 

The bank's management express- 
ed satisfaction at the growth In all 
areas of the bank's activities, but es- 
pecially in its flelds of particular ex- 
pertise, which include foreign ex- 
change, the financing of the diamond 
Industry, and the financing of ex- 
ports and imports and securities. 


Police cars, Passover exports, held 
up by continuing seamen’s strike 


TEL AVIV. — A shipment of 73 
Renault-4 cars purchased by the 
police for its middle-range and high- 
ranking officers is among the 
millions of pounds worth of cargo 
aboard ships unable to unload 
because of the seamen’s strike. The 
Renaults, valued at 1110.2m., are to 
ajleviate a shortage of vehicles 
among tactica) police units, it was 
learned. 


The cars are part of the cargo of 
the new Zim container ship Yasmin, 
which is anchored outside the port of 
Ashdod. 

Ports Authority officials are afraid 
to permit ships to dock for fear the 
striking crews will refuse to allow 
the vessels to leave even after they 
are unloaded. 

Arie Carasso, president of the 


Automobile Importers Association, . 
said his group, along with other ex- |. 


porters and importers, bas appealed 
to the Government to help bring 
anchored ships into the harbour so 
they may be unloaded. 

“We are not part of the conflict 
between the shipping companies and 
the seamen, but we are the ones Who 
suffer. Our goods are being held at 
ransom." Carasso said. 

Also hurt by the strike are im- 
porters of household goods, accor- 
ding to Zvi Amit, 5 director 
of the Federation of Israeli 
Chambers of Commerce. 

Importers how fear they will face 
the same disaster as last year, when 
they lost millions because a strike 
kept the household goods from the 
shops hefore Passover. 

Exporters also have expressed 
concern that matzot, wine and other 
Passover foods may not reach their 
overseas destinations in time for the 
Holiday because of the strike.

Hammering educati 
ucation 

THE WISDOM of nlacing the NRP's Zevulun Hammer. a found- 

ding father of Gush Emunim, in charge of the Ministry of Educa- 

tion and Culture was questioned as soon as the nomination was 

confirmed last year. Fears were expressed that Mr. Hammer 
* would seek to remake the entire school system in the image of his 

own nationa!-religious convictions. 

These apprehensions have, it is only fair to say, so far, proved 
to be grossly exaggerated.- 

Apart from engineering a spate of political appointments in his 
department — thus reversing a long-term trend towards strict 
professionalism — Mr. Hammer has not introduced any radical 
innovations. The distinction between state and state-religious 
schools has remained intact. 

Yet, warily as he has been treading, Mr. Hammer has given 
enough evidence of desire for a thoroughgoing redirection of the 
whole thrust of education and culture in Israel. It will evidently 
not be his fault if he fails. 

The Broadcasting Authority has just turned down a minority 
motion to put off-the screening of a television play derived from 
5. Yizhar's short novel ‘‘Hirbet Hiz'a."" Mr. Hammer, the 
minister responsible for the implementation of the Broad- 
casting Law, sided with the minority. 

He told the Knesset last week that he considered the play un- 
suitable because it was ‘“‘self-accusatory"’ and ‘“‘controversial,”’ 
and its showing now “‘untimely."” 

What he meant was that this little masterpiece by one of 
Israel's finest writers (and a former Labour MK) was bad 
publicity for Israel, both at home and abroad, because it showed 
Israeli soldiers during the War of Independence on less than 
their best behaviour. If ever there was a perfect example of 
failure to distinguish between education and indoctrination. and 
between the values of a free and a shackled society, it was thus 
furnished by Mr. Hammer. 

Coming, as it did from the Minister of Education and Culture. 
this was cause for profound anxiety. 

Soon after Mr. Hammer had another opportunity, which he did 
not miss, to show his true colours. A small group of twelfth- 
graders wrote Premier Begin to support Israel's withdrawal to 
the 1967 lines, and the establishment of a Palestinian state. The 
pursuit of present administration policies, they ominously 
suggested, might be responsible for their death in an inevitable 
future war. 

On Tuesday Mr. Begin sent the students a reply in which he 
chided them for their bad manners and worse politics. They had 
released their own letter to the press before allowing him time 
to peruse it; and the ideas they had advocated, shared though 
they were by the Shelli party, were dangerous to the very sur- 
vival of the state. 

Nowhere in his firm but polite letter did the Premier dismiss 
the protesting group contemptuously as ‘‘an insignificant 
minority" that challenged ‘the justice and right of our claim to 
the Land of Yisrael." The dubious honour of making that patent- 
ly false accusation goes to Mr. Hammer, who did not even wait 
for Mr. Begin to make his own view of the matter public. 

. Plainly, Mr. Hammer still has something to learn about educa- 
tion and culture. One of the areas in which his scholarship 
appears to be deficient concerns national responsibility for the 
provision of schooling. 

This is demonstrated by his esoteric idea for the abolition of 
tuition fees in grades 10 to 12, and their financing from slightly in- 
creased social insurance contributions. 

Nobly motivated as it is, Mr. Hammer's plan is doomed at the 
start. The reason is simple. 

The Israeli high-school is at present a highly selective and 
nowhere near universal service: it caters mostly to middle and 
upper class students. There is no justification for burdening the 
lower classes with its costs. 

Of course secondary-education should be made more freely — 
and more speedily — accessible to youngsters of all social 
groups; and the constantly spiralling fees, even though they only 
represent an effort to keep up with rising prices, are becoming 
an intolerable burden. But in present economic conditions, that 
burden can only be lightened by taxes collected by the Treasury. 

Perhaps the panel of experts put together by Mr. Hammer to 
study his proposal will enlighten him on this point. 


POSTSCRIPTS Sg 


FOR VETERAN members of the 
staff of this newspaper, last night 
was different from most other 
nights. As they glanced at the date 
on the galleys, they realized that it 
was the 30th anniversary of the bom- 
bing of the press and editorial offices 
of what was then The Palestine Post. 
They remembered their three 
colleagues who had been killed in the 
explosion and recalled their own 
miraculous escape. 

The premises of The Post were 
then in Rehov Hassolel {now Rehov 
Havazelet) fn the heart of 
Jerusalem, off Zion Square. A lethal 
cargo of TNT had been leaded by 
British police on a five ton army 
lorry. which had then been driven up 
the street and parked outside The 
Poxt. A timing device was set and the 
explosives detonated at 10.45 p.m., 
blasting the ground-floor press. 

The attack did not prevent the 
paper from appearing on the streets 
the next day, however. Ar- 
rangements were hurriedly made 
for it to be printed at another press. 
That issue, in smaller format, con- 
taining David Courtney's Column 
One which began with the ringing 
words "The Truth is. louder than 
‘TNT is now presumably a collec- 
tor‘s item. . 

A full account of the events of the 
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day and the night of February 1, 1948 
and their political significance will 
appear in Friday's Magazine by a 
man who lived through them. Fp 


WE MUST CONFESS that it was 
quite by accident that we heard last 


week's '‘Music for Sunday" - 


programme on Israel Radio. It wasa 
joyous experience, especially the 
singing by the choir of Worcester 
Cathedral. 

As the programme is intended 
mainly for non-Jewish listeners, the 
announcements are made in Arabic 
and English as well as in Hebrew. It 
would have been thoughtful had the 
Arabic and Hebrew announcers ask- 
ed their English-language colleague 
for the correct pronunciation of 
“(Worcester."* We were rather 
stumped by ‘‘Warchester,"’ until we 
heard the English announcer. But 
then she informed us that the con- 
ductor, announced in Hebrew and 
Arabic as Christopher Robinson, 
was a Christopher Robin.

“IN AN EDITORIAL published on 
January 18,, The Jerusalem Post 
noted that Egypt's Foreign Minister 
Mohammed Ibrahim Kamel, has 
been pressing the case for ‘the fun- 
damental rights of the Palestinian 
people.” The editorial observes that 
the definition of these rights by the 
official Palestinian representatives, 
has meant over the decades, and still 
means, the extinction of Israel.’ 

Shmuel Katz looks accusing as he 
goes on: : 

“Yet the paper dues not draw the 
conclusions implicit In its own argu- 
ment. It favours withdrawal and sur- 
render of sovereignty 81} the same. 
This kind of reasoning insults the in- 
telligence of your readers.” 

Though still a faithful member of 
Herut (which he helped to found), 
Katz has just resigned from his post 
as adviser on information to the 
prime minister. The policy of the 
Likud administration is too dovish 
for him. And he is not alone in this 
view. He attracted powerful minori- 
ty support when competing against 
Mr. Begin’s candidate, Haim Lan- 
dau, for a post in the cabinet. 


SOUTH-AFRICAN born Shmuel 
Katz is nothing If not a realist. His 
book “Battleground” is subtitled 
“Fact and Fantasy in Palestine." He 
likes to distinguish between the two 
— between fact and fantasy. The 
sober view. for him, is the 
pessimistic one. 

Sadat, he argues, does not want 
peace, in the real sense of the term. 
Only the gullible will believe in 
anything 50 idyllic. Katz offers a 
more cautious and hard-headed in- 
terpretation: the Egyptian leader‘s 
aim is to strengthen his own position 
and weaken that of his adversary. 

Hypnotized by Sadat’s blan- 
dishments, the Israelis choose not to 
see hard realities that stare them in 
the face. They are credulous, they 
trust in honeyed words, they accept 
the maxim that by surrendering 
territories they can win eternal 
tranquillity — even though half the 
Arab world ‘is branding Egypt's 
President as 2 traitor to the cause 
just for talking to the Jews. 

Sadat's terms are Draconian. He 
demands that we withdraw to in- 
defensible borders, and that we de- 
pend for our safety on his goodwill. 
“He has stuck rigidly to the text of 
his address in the Knesset. He has 
not budged’ from the terms he laid 
down on November 20. 

““Not one Jewish settlement,’ he 
Says: ‘not one centimetre.’ Those 
are his phrases. What kind of 
“momentum’ do they offer, in 
heaven's name? ‘I give you 
security." What security can we ex- 
pect from a country that has made 
five wars against us in the last 30 
years?"* 

There is such a thing as seeking 
peace, Katz concedes. It happens 
when two countries in dispute try to 
iron out the differences between 
them in a sensible way. Sadat knows 
what Israel's vital interests are. 
They can be satisfied without any 
damage to his own country's vital in- 
terests. But he does not look for an 
understanding; he presents ul- 
timata. ee 

What are Israel's vital interests? 

“The maximum concessions that 
would be rational — even-though not 
acceptable to me personally — are 
those laid down by the previous 
Labour government. Sinai can be 
handed over to the Egyptians — 
provided that a buffer zone ia retain-

- Sir, — While we were happy to see 
the question of the development of 
the Old City. of Beersheba brought to 
public attention (Zvi Arenstein's ar- 
ticle of January 19), we were dis- 
turbed to find ourselves misquoted. 
We did mention the municipality and 
the problem of Smilanski Street, but 
“not in the way attributed to us. 
“ It would be wrong to accuse the

residents in the Old City. That would 
be crediting it with a policy, and the 
. fact is that, in so far'as residents are 
concerned, it‘has no policy 
whatever. It simply allows events to 
take their natural course. τῆς 
᾿ Families who want to sell their 
houses find that it-is far more 
profitable to sell to companies and 
offices than to other familiés. Thus 


slowly, almost imperceptibly, our- 


formerly residential area has 
become. an area of warehouses, of- 
fices and shops. And the few remain- 


ing families often find themselves | 


the Ione residents on the block — 


- without neighbours, and the only 


ones concerned that the street:and 
sidewalks be clean. They become 
tempting prey to vandals and 
criminal elements. At no time has 
the municipality expressed concern 
about this situation;-at no time has it: 
ever spoken of rehabilitation

This brings us to the question of 
the development of Smilanski Street.

“No, the alternatives are not 
between peace and war. If peace is 
established under these terms, it will 


’ be peace without Israel."" The 


Jewish state will not survive such
